Eight minutes of it made them 
not quite brown enough—a peep-hole 
In the bag top assured me of that— 
so I left them in three minutes longer.

Ex- 
tra care must be taken in trussing 
him—tie down legs and wings beyond 
any possibility of springing.

opportunity and

•>losiv<>s to be used in blowing a hole in 
the wall or wrecking a. gate. 


Climb Into Prison Tower. 


When released Baughnjan went 
to 


Kansas City, bought a dozen revolvers 
and stole several pounds of dynamite. 
These he, wrapped in newspapers and 
stuffed into a piece of stove pipe.- Late 
the. night before Thanksgiving day he 
broke into the guard's tower at the 
northeast wall of .the prison, mounted 
to the top of the wall and lowered the 
stovepipe inside the inclosure with 
a 


length'of bailing wire. The wire broke 
and the pipe fell, but the shock was not 
great enough to explode the dynamite.

/ Leaks and Frozen Gas 


Pipes. 


The long continued and extraordinary 


spell of extreme cold weather, general 
nil over the country, has been, if not 
quite unprecedented, with the. natural 
result that the companies supplying ^as 
and water, together with the railroads, 
have been encountering conditions that 
arc both unusual and extremely trying. 
Pipe lines laid iu the streets and a'lle.ys 
by gus and water companies were, when, 
laid, sufficiently deep to afford every 
reasonable protection from the frost, 
but the continuance of such extreme 
cold since the lirst of the year has car- 
ried the frost into the ground to a depth 
that is now finally reaching, in our sec- 
tion of thu country, gas, and water 
mains; in many instances for the iirst 
time since the pipes were laid. 


Fort Wayne has been especially for- 


tunate in comparison with the gas and 
water companies throughout the north- 
ern section of the. country, in that up 
to the present time there has been lit- 
tle trouble of this kind. Some of the 
gas pipes in the city, however, have 
been broken by the frost, with the re- 
sult that the gas has escaped. .It is, 
therefore, very important that any one 
detecting the odor of gas, cither day or 
night, should immediately notify the 
gas company, thereby perhaps prevent- 
ing an accident. If tlie odor of gas is 
noticed in the 
cellar 
or, rooms of a 


house, whether the house is piped for 
gas or not, there should be no light of 
any kind taken near, a.nd plenty of ven- 
tilation provided by opening windows 
or any other manner, possible, and the 
gas company notified by telephone. 


The cold weather also; in some in- 


stances, has affected the gas service 
pipes, with the result that pipes have 
become frozen to a certain extent, thus 
making it impossible to secure good serv- 
ice. 
The gas company can, in most in- 


stances, remedy this by cleaning or

of the yard several hours in the after- 
noon,.and it was the expectation of the 
plotters, that as soon as they were re- 
leased they would hurry to 'the north- 
east corner of the yard, get the revolvers 
and the dynamite and start, the mutiny 
then if all was favorable.- 


What the prisoners had not counted on 


was the changing of the -usual Thanks- 
giving day program. Instead of being 
given tlie freedom of the yard, the 1,.172 
prisoners were entertained with a min- 
strel show in the, prison chapel. 
While 


the show was in -progress, Walter P. 
Betz, a guard, inspecting 
the prison 


yard found'the loaded stovepipe. 


It is said that few prisoners of the. 


criminal type leave the penitentiary who 
do not attempt in some way to aid "pals" 
still in the. prison to escape. Dozens ot 
knives, revolvers and other weapons have 
been thrown over the wall on a day. and 
at a. spot agreed on.' Sometimes "these 
weapons have been found by guards and 
taken from prisoners. 


If Baughman hadn't robbed a safe at 


Olathe, the plot might not have been re- 
vealed. But Baughman was caught at 
Kansas City, Kan., two weeks after the 
loaded stovepipe was found in prison. 
He. had taken a.new name, but through 
'his finger priiites, his prison record .was 
established. 
The 
safe-blowing 
case 


against him was so clear that,he pleaded 
'guilty and was sent to the penitentiary 
'at Lansiiig. There he confessed to Dep- 
uty Warden Mackey, of the federal 
prison, his part in the stovepipe plot. 


He told of the plot to rush- the prison 


gate at night. There is only one guard 
on duty at the gate at night and the 
plan was for two of the men to imper- 
sonate nn officer and a prisoner and thus 
gain admission at ,thu door, overpower 
the guard, admit the other desperadoes 
overpower the other guards and then re- 
lease the men. Only a few men arc on 
duty in the prison at night. The plot 
fell through because of the impossibility 
of getting together a gang large enough 
to undertake it. 


Prison officials admit that only nu- 


t-easing vigilance has prevented more out- 
breaks at the prison, and they ?ay the 
fault is not theirs, but with the de 
partment of justice and congress iu not 
providing a-larger guard. 
' In the history of the prison there havt 
been three big mutinies in which more 
than thirty prisoners got away, nnd hal! 
a ilo7.e.n plots have been frustrated. 


Baughmaji is under an indefinite sen 


tencc in the Kansas penitentiary, but as 
soon as he is released from Lansing he 
will be tried on the charge of conspiring 
to aid in the escape of prisoners fron 
the United States penitentiary.
